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Students robbed 
by man with gun

Three GW students were 
robbed at gunpoint in the early 
morning of Aug. 30 at the corner of 
24th and G streets. 

At 2:30 a.m., the three students 
were heading from the Potomac 
Plaza apartment building to F 
Street when the assailant crossed 
the street and approached the stu- 
dents. 

Waving a handgun, he ordered 
the students to “give me what you 
have” and then took their money, 
keys and ID, according to 
University Police Director Dolores 
Stafford. The thief then ordered 
the students to sit on the ground, 
and he fled on foot toward New 
Hampshire Avenue. 

The subject was described as an 
African-American male in his late 
20s, 5-7, with medium build, 
brown eyes and black hair. He 


wore a light-colored T-shirt, blue 
jeans and tennis shoes. Stafford 
said the students did the correct 
thing by not resisting and not risk- 
ing their lives. 

The thief was able to get a total 
of $25 from the students, and one 
of them found her wallet shortly 
after the incident. 

Shortly after the robbery, UPD 
officers put up bright yellow “crime 
alert” posters around campus to 
notify students in the area of the 
incident and to provide both emer- 
gency and non-emergency phone 
numbers for UPD. 

Stafford cautioned students 
about walking in parts of the city 
that are not well-lit or heavily 
traveled. Ironically, the three stu- 
dents were on their way to the cen- 
ter of campus when they were 
robbed. 

She also encouraged students 
to use the escort van and shuttle

Employee denies claims of harassment

A resident manager of the Schenley apartment building was fired for 
allegedly sexually harassing a tenant in the apartment building in July,

“I was accused of sexual harassment, and it’s an easy thing to stick to 
a single man in his 30s,” said Mark ChaUdey, who is 39.

Students upset over late aid 

GW financial packages delayed months for some upperclassmen

A “domino effect” of financial aid delays left some 
continuing students still awaiting aid packages this 
week, according to Dan Small, director of the Office of 
Student Financial Assistance. 

Mired by last winter’s debilitating blizzard and 
government shutdowns, federal processing of the Free 
Application for Federal Student Aid forms was ham- 
pered. 

Late figures from the government exacerbated the 
strain of producing first-priority packages for GW’s 
largest freshman class ever - and a 25 percent staff 
loss to resignations and promotions left the Office of 
Financial Assistance “struggling through,” Small said. 

About 10 percent of students receiving aid faced 
“very late” packages. Small said, adding that aid is 
typically announced prior to the first University 
billing in mid-July. 

“In the type of race we were in, there were no win- 
ners. We didn’t do this to save money or time and this 
didn’t happen because we were slovenly,” Charles 
Pruett, coordinator of the Financial Assistance 
Counseling ’Team (FACT) and an employee in the 
Office of Student Financial Assistance. 

FACT is a group of volunteers acting as a liaison 
between the financial aid office and the student body. 
Their educational efforts were so successful last 
semester that 98 to 99 percent of applications were in 
on time, only adding to the backlog of unprocessed 
files, Pruett said. 

“We put such a value on students keeping their 
half of the bargain by getting things in on time. Then 
it’s up to the University to hold its end,” Pmett added.

Temporary help was hired, and employees shifted 
to more efficient positions, but the office was still 
forced to express mail tardy awards. Small said. 

According to Small, financial assistance counselors 
did all they could to “relieve anxieties” of students and 
their families, but there was a possibility of students 
returning for fall classes to later discover their aid 
was not comparable to previous awards. 

Package “methodology remains constant,” and aid 
should be “in the same ballpark” if family financial 
situations are unaltered, Pruett said. 

Responding to concern-filled phone calls meant 
being realistic and making students as comfortable as 
possible, Pruett said. If he anticipated a decrease in 
their aid, Pruett said he told people as “discreetly as 
possible.” 

“I spent hours on the phone with financial assis- 
tance this summer - I feel like I’ve been shuffled,” said 
senior Hannah Katz, who received her package Sept. 
4. “I didn’t feel comfortable coming back to D.C. with- 
out knowing.” 

Small said financial aid is a “sensitive topic” but 
that “students have been very supportive and under- 
standing.” 

Vice President for Student and Academic Support 
Services Robert Chernak said the large amount of 
freshmen receiving their packages before continuing 
students in no way affected the amount of money con- 
tinuing students would receive. “Awards will be what 
students are entitled.” 

Junior Reena Shah said she is “incredibly finastrat- 
ed” with the financial aid office. She said she was 
unable to sign an apartment lease because her finan- 
cial aid package was not available until Aug. 30.

Safe streets 


Crime is a concern on any city campus. However, students at GW 
often assume they are in one of the “safer” areas of the District and so 
don’t need to worry as much about security. Incidents such as the 
armed robbery of three students near campus Aug. 30 prove this is not 
the case. 

Students often assume they can walk safely across campus and the 
surrounding area safely at night, as long as they are in groups. But 
obviously no group of unarmed people is safe against one person with 
a gun. 

This leads us to conclude that the best way to stay safe on the 
streets is not to be on the streets - at least not late at night. University 
Police is trying to help make that easier for students with the escort 
van and now with the new shuttle bus. But they can do more. 

Most importantly, UPD should consider changing its policy of drop- 
ping off, but not picking up, students at off-campus locations. Yes, stu- 
dents finishing up studying late at night at Gelman Library often need 
a ride back to their off-campus apartments. But what about off-campus 
students who realize at midnight that their roommate is not going to 
quiet down and they need to go to Gelman? 

There is also always room for improvement with the escort van, 
which has at times in the past had trouble with slow service. Now that 
the shuttle bus is running a continuous route around campus, the 
escort van should be free to respond more quickly to the needs of indi- 
vidual students, particularly those who live off campus. 

We may live in a comparatively “nice” neighborhood, but crime can 
rear its ugly head anywhere. Students need to be smart and utilize 
every means necessary to stay safe, and the University needs to con- 
tinue to provide the best means possible to do that. 

Safe zones 

The United States decided this week to launch air strikes against 
Iraq, an action which is unfortunate but necessary. While some may 
question U.S. motives (not even all of our NATO allies fully supported 
the air strikes), it remains a fact that Iraqi dictator Saddam Hussein 
cannot be allowed to flout rules that the United Nations has set for his 
country. 

Hussein’s movement of troops into U.N. no-fly zones is quite simply 
unacceptable. He has repeatedly refused to let U.N. officials into Iraqi 
factories so they may look for evidence of chemical weapon production. 
He has recently massed troops on the Saudi Arabian border in an obvi- 
ous veiled threat to Iraq’s neighbors. He does not seem concerned about 
getting his country back into international good graces, although doing 
so would mean the lifting of embargoes that now prevent the oil trade 
essential for Iraq to import food. 

So Hussein does not deserve the benefit of the doubt. He says he is 
assisting one faction of the warring Kurds, a faction that requested his 
assistance. Yet we should not forget that only five years ago, Hussein 
was waging a genocidal attack on those same Kurds. 

The United States could be seen as acting out of a number of 
motives. It is an election year, and President Clinton surely wants to 
present a strong front on international issues. Protecting our econom- 
ic interests is another factor. 

Yet what does it say to other countries - North Korea comes to mind 
as a prime example - if U.N. -leading nations do nothing when nations 
violate the rules the U.N. has set? Hussein cannot be allowed to get 
away with such violations, and the United States is right to ensure 
that he does not.

Wireless hardware has 3/4 mile range

Is your roommate on the phone 
when you need to check your 
e-mail? You could get an ISN line, 
but you only have one phone jack 
and that would mean rearranging 
the whole room. 

Colonial Computers and the 
Metrocom Co. are now offering a 
solution. Metrocom has chosen GW 
to be the first major account in the 
D.C. area for its wireless modem 
service. The modem, which con- 
nects only to the computer, works 
much like a 900 megahertz tele- 
phone and uses radio waves. It has 
a three-quarter mile range and is 
battery operated. 

“The main advantage of this 
modem is for notebook computers, 
but it will work on any Window or 
Macintosh computer,” said Eric 
Moon, manager of Colonial 
Computers. 

The service won’t be available 
in the D.C. metro area until 
•October, but the University has 
gained access as a test sight. 
Several other universities, includ- 


ing the University of Miamiir'*

B elieve it or not, college is the 
time in people’s lives when they 
have the most disposable 
Income, Students don’t have to pay off 
their student loans while they are still 
In school, and most are not yet sup- 
porting themselves or a family.

And if you buy a used CD and 
discover it is damaged, most used CD 
stores will take it back and give you 
credit or a full refund. 

• Phantasmagoria, 1619 Con- 
necticut Ave., N.W., is one of the bet- 
ter ones. The store has only been 
around a couple of years, but it con- 
tinually stocks new releases as well 
as the occasional old favorites. Since 
it is privately owned, it buys promo- 
tional CDs and sells them cheaply. 
Phantasmagoria pays $2-5 for CDs in 
good condition, so you can clean out 
your CD collection and use the money 
to build It up again. 

• Kemp Mill Records, 1254 Wis- 
consin Ave., N.W., and 1900 L St., 
N.W., also buys and sells used CDs. It 
usually stocks a decent selection of 
used CDs for $8-9, but does not buy 
CDs issued from music clubs like 
Columbia House or BMG. 

In addition, Kemp Mill will only buy 
CDs during certain hours of the day, 
and usually only if sales in the store 
have been good that day, so it’s not 
exactly a convenient way to do busi- 
ness.

While maintaining all anonymity, the Bar Belle must admit that she is glad 
her GW career is coming to a close. Now she knows that is a rash statement 
for this time of year, but the truth must be told. 

Therefore, she has sworn to branch out and see and do all that she has 
overlooked in the past. The journey begins at bars indigenous to other great 
area institutions of higher learning. 

The Bar Belle’s first stop away from Gee-dub finds her near the hallowed 
hails of American University. Just over the northwestern border of 
Washington, she found the Montgomery Grill. A mere block and a half from the 
Bethesda stop on Metro’s Red Line, the Grill is the place to check out before 
the weather turns cold. Patrons can feel comfortable in the summer-turning- 
into-fall air on the large outdoor seating area, complete with tables and a 
courtyard-like atmosphere. 

Inside is a plethora of giant-screen televisions. The Bar Belle loves to go 
for her late-night fix of SportsCenter. Soccer was a popular on-screen delight 
on this particular night, but no other sport was overlooked. The Grill is by no 
means a sports bar, but you must admit it’s a great addition to any bar. 

The atmosphere is that of a busy bar, but not deafening or stuffy like one 
popular GW hang-out which also bears the “Grill” moniker. If you have a deep- 
rooted dislike for American University students, however, this is not the place 
for you. 

The Grill’s bartenders mix a mean Margarita, and drink specials abound. 
Numerous beers flow from the taps, including the usual standards and some 
L choice microbrews. 

; One word of advice: If you go to the Grill for the long haul, trust the bar- 
’ tenders when they say last call. When those guys turn up the lights, you will 
find it best to finish your drink quickly and leave. The bartenders want to go 
home and have no reservations about telling you to do the same.

King, Steve Miller and the Grateful 
Dead, and he has composed for 
Branford Marsalis as well. Walker 
and his band, the Boss Talkers, were 
also voted the best blues band at the 
1996 W.C. Handy Awards. 

In addition to Walker, Chicago’s 
legendary Magic Slim and the 
Teardrops will bring their national 
and international success to the fes- 
tival. The group gained instant fame 
in Brazil and was honored to open 
for Pearl Jam in 1994. The 
Teardrops may also be the only 
blues band in which everyone sings 
lead. 

Rounding out the festival’s 
acclaimed cast of musicians is Little 
Sammy Davis, whose new album 
features linear notes by radio per- 
sonality Don Imus.

bus, which “are there to provide safe transportation for students.” 

'That might not have helped in this particular case, however. One of 
the students, who wished not to be identified, said she did not bother to 
call the escort van because she was coming from an off-campus location, 
out of the escort van’s response range. In addition, she said the group 
assumed they were safe because they were traveling in a group. 

“Victims of robbery have to take precautions to protect themselves. 
Remember that no major metropolitan area is without crime, and our 
campus is not an enclosed campus,” Stafford said. 

Armed robberies are an infrequent occurrence on campus, but there 
was a rash of burglaries in Everglades Hall and Kennedy-Onassis Hall 
last April. 

Stafford said crimes such as these are less common during summer, 
but increase at the beginning of the school year. Student use of the escort 
van is central to preventing crimes and assaults from occurring near cam- 
pus late at night. She said students do not use the services provided 
because the weather is nice. 

“In winter, the rate of crimes like these go down because people want 
a ride,” she said. 

“The decreased robberies reflect increased use of the escort van 
between the hours of dusk and dawn,” Stafford added.

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Manager accused of 
sexual harassment

if there were any previous reports of 
sexual harassment during his com- 
pany’s management of the Schenley. 

“There were incidents that were 
reported in another context, not as 
allegations of sexual harassment,” 
he said, “which could have been, but 
were not, so construed.” 

The person involved in that situ- 
ation is no longer employed by 
Modern Property Management, Inc., 
he said. 

“I feel it was not due process,” 
Chalkley said. “I never got to see or 
hear what I was accused of It was 
something decided behind my back.” 

Chalkley said he attempted to 
contact Kevin Muldoon, the 
University’s real estate manager, as 
well as Vice President and 
Treasurer Louis Katz. 

Chalkley said Muldoon referred 
the incident to Linda Schutjer, a 
staff attorney in the GW Office of 
the Vice President and General 
Counsel. 

“She said nothing will change,” 
Chalkley said. “(She told me) ‘it’s 
between you and Modem Property 
Management.’ ” 

Schutjer refused to comment on 
the incident. 

The National Labor Relations 
Board informed Chalkley that there 
is no legal basis for a claim against 
GW since the University is a private 
sector entity. 

“Because I had an apartment as 
residence manager,” Chalkley 
explained, “I lost my apartment and 
(my) job at the same time.” 

Chalkley is still employed by 
Modern Property Management, Inc., 
for temporary jobs. He now lives 
with his mother in Maryland.

“(Polvdneva) said that I had 
attempted to draw her into a roman- 
tic or sexual relationship,” Chalkley 
said. The only thing he could recall 
saying to Polvdneva was that “I told 
her she was curvaceous.” 

Chalkley said Hoskinson called 
Polvdneva to verify the allegations. 

“I don’t know of any allegations 
that are of any consequence,” 
Hoskinson said. “I thought it was an 
extraordinarily unusual circum- 
stance. I didn’t see it as a potential 
problem.” 

There were no allegations of 
physical contact or the threat of 
physical contact reported, 
Hoskinson said. 

“It came to our attention that the 
resident manager had allegedly sub- 
leased part of his own apartment to 
somebody else. We felt that that was 
inappropriate, so we asked Modem 
Properties to look into it,” said Mike 
Freedman, GWs director of public 
affairs. 

“Acting in the best interests of all 
the residents, we recommended that 
they move (Chalkley) off the proper- 
ty. We have a responsibility to pro- 
tect all the residents in any building 
that we own,” Freedman said. 

Freedman added that “we expect 
proper behavior 100 percent of the 
time from the resident manager in 
order to protect our students and 
anyone else living in the building.” 

“In a student environment, we 
sometimes exercise excessive cau- 
tion,” Hoskinson added. “We felt it 
was better that he no longer work in 
that capacity,” he said, “only out of 
an excess of caution.” 

Hoskinson hesitated when asked

The GW women’s volleyball team 
kicked off its season in solid fashion 
in Chicago last weekend, winning 
two of four matches and beginning 
what the team hopes will be a fast 
maturation process. 

The Colonial Women came into 
the season’s opening weekend boast- 
ing just two returning starters, 
three seniors and no members of the 
jimior class. The team returned only 
seven players (including senior 
Heather McNab, who is currently 
injured) from last year’s team, and 
those seven have only a combined 12 
years playing experience at the col- 
legiate level. 

Considering the inexperience, 
head coach Susie Homan said she 
was pleasantly surprised by her 
team’s performance.

GW swept its first day of compe- 
tition, topping DePaul University 
and the University of Illinois- 
Chicago.

when it added a new player to the 
roster. Muge Pars comes to the team 
from 'Turkey and will play outside 
hitter. Homan said she expects Pars 
to see some playing time this week- 
end and to contribute more substan- 
tially as the season goes on. 

Clemson 3, GW 0 

Clemson jumped on top early in 
the match and never looked back. 
'The Colonial Women put up a fight 
in the third game but ended up 
falling to the Lady Tigers 15-7, 15-6, 
15-12. Clemson finished with more 
than twice as many kills as GW. 
GW’s final hitting percentage was a 
dismal -.009. Crystal Akens and 
Anna Krimmel finished with seven 
kills apiece, and Kate Haubenreich 
had 21 assists. Tai Bethime led GW 
with 13 digs, followed by freshman 
Theresa Ridder with 12. 

Fresno State 3, GW 0 

The tournament’s second day 
started out with a sound defeat for 
GW despite a solid team effort. 
Fresno State gained an early advan- 
tage and coasted through the three- 
game match 15-5, 15-10, 15-2. The 
Colonial Women finished with only 
16 kills on the match while hitting - 
.096. Mya Eveland led GW with four 
kills, and Akens contributed a team- 
high 10 digs. Haubenreich had 15 
assists. 


GW 3, Illinois-Chicago 2 

GW’s first day of competition 
ended with the most exciting match 
of the tournament.
